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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments filed May 1 1 , 2006 are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's indication of examiner error that Strobush does not recite uniform density, the examiner agrees the indicated 
section does not recite mottle as non-uniform, however, the examiner was indicating that section for the teaching of "drying the coating 
film without introducing significant mottle defects" and the section for the teaching of mottle as non-uniform density is in Strobush, Col 1, 
lines 59-60. 

In response to applicant's argument that Strobush is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field 
of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order 
to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
In this case, Strobush is reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, which is to dry a film 
coating by applying hot dry gas to the bottom of a coated substrate. Furthermore, Strobush further recites the method or apparatus is 
suitable for a wide variety of coatings and therefore does not limit the coating to non-ingestible photothermographic, thermographic and 
photographic coatings. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Strobush provided a motivation, i.e. to dry a coating film without creating inherent defect such as mottle, 
orange peel, and Benard cells by applying hot dry gas to the bottom of the coated substrate instead of hot air drying oven. (See Strobush, 
Col 1, lines 44-46 and Col 2, lines 20-32) 

In response to applicant's argument of Strobush teaches away from water base ingestible self-supporting films; Strobush does recite the 
defects also occurring in aqueous coating compositions as well as coating compositions using organic solvent of low volatility (Col 2, lines 
10-15) and the method and apparatus are suitable for a wide variety of coatings (Col 9, lines 8-9). Therefore, Strobush does teach using 
the method or apparatus for any coatings, either water based or organic solvent based and does not teach away from a water based 
ingestible self-supporting film.. 
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
